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REPORT  OF  THE 

SnperinteMing  School  Committee 

OF  THE  TOWN  OF  WELLS  FOR  1886-7. 


The  Town  at  its  annual  meeting,  voted  to  avail  itself  of  the 
Free  High  School  Act,  by  raising  five  hundred  dollars  for  that 
purpose. 

Free  Htgh  School,  District  No.  3. — Fall  term. 
F.  L.  Bcker,  Teacher.  The  earnest  efforts  of  the  teacher 
were  seconded  by  a  thoroughly  interested  school.  The  success 
of  Mr.  B.  as  a  teacher  is  beyond  question.  At  the  close  the 
scholars  showed  a  good  amount  of  improvement,  and  many  of 
the  classes  acquitted  themselves  in  a  highly  creditable  manner 
both  to  teacher  and  scholars. 


Free  High  School,  District  No.  7. — Fail  term. 
Harry  C.  Lowden,  Teacher.  Mr.  Lowden  seemed  to  under- 
stand ihe  needs  of  the  school  and  set  about  to  interest  and  in- 
struct. The  teacher  obtained  the  good  will  and  co-operation  of 
both  parents  and  scholars,  which  are  both  highly  essential  points 
towards  the  success  of  any  school,  and  the  result  was  a  profit- 
able term. 


Free  High  School,  District  No.  14. — Winter  term. 
J.  H.  Storer,  Teacher.  This  school  was  composed  of  schol- 
ars who  were  eager  to  learn  and  the  teacher  brought  experience 
and  all  the  other  qualifications  necessary  for  a  man  in  this  posi- 
tion. At  the  close  we  were  well  pleased  with  the  result.  Mr. 
Storer  has  placed  himself  in  the  front  rank  of  educators. 
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Free  High  School,  District  No   16. — Winter  term. 
Mr.  J.  B.  Ham,  Teacher.    The  students  of  this  school  were  of 
an  advanced  class  and  well  prepared  to  commence  study  at  once. 
Through  Mr.  Ham's  various  methods  and  untiring  efforts  much 
practical  knowleJge  was  acquired. 

District  No.  1 ,: — B.  F.  Wells,  Agent. 
Summer  term.  Miss.  Etta  M.  Eaton,  Teacher.  This  was 
Miss  Eaton's  first  school.  The  interest  and  devotion  manifested 
toward  her  scholars,  and  the  marked  determination  on  her  part 
for  their  advancement,  together  with  a  co-operation  of  the  great- 
er part  of  the  pupils,  caused  this  to  be  a  school  of   much  merit. 

Fall  Term, — Mr.  Everett  F.  Perkins,  teacher. 
Mr.  Perkins  on  entering  the  school  seemed  resolved  to  make 
the  progress  of  his  scholars  his  only  business.    The  zeal  and 
activity  of  Mr.  P.  were  felt  throughout  the  school,  consequently 
success  crowned  his  faithful  labors. 

Winter  Term. — Mr.  Charles  J.  Emerson,  teacher. 
This  district  proved  its  due  appreciation  of  a  thorough  educa- 
tor and  fine  disciplinarian  in  securing  Mr.  Emerson  for  this 
school.    The  scholars  seemed  anxious  to  anticipate  even  the 
slightest  wishes  of  their  instructor,  and  made  rapid  progress  in 
the  various  branches  pursued. 

District  No.  2, — William  H.  Eaton,  Agent. 

Summer,  Fall  and  Winter  terms. — Miss  A.  O.  Mildram,  Prin.. 
Miss  Mary  Bourne,  Miss  Nellie  Littlefield,  Miss  Ora  I. 
Mildram,  Assi's. 

The  natural  ability  of  this  school  is  of  a  high  order.  The 
children  are  full  of  life  and  activity,  eager  to  grasp  every  new 
idea  advanced,  and  always  willing  to  dwell  upon  a  subject  until 
thoroughly  understood.  At  the  closing  examinations  they  were 
found  in  readiness  not  only  to  answer  questions  on  what  they 
had  been  over  but  promptly  to  tell  the  reason  why. 
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District  No.  3, — Joseph  Winn,  Agent. 
Summer  term.  Lottie  Hall  Locke,  teacher.  Though  young 
in  years  and  experience,  Miss  Locke  manifested  ability  which 
must  develop  into  a  thoroughly  successful  teacher.  The  school 
showed  evidence  of  good  instruction  which  was  not  confined 
wholly  to  text  books. 

Winter  Term. — Albert  L.  Cleaves,  teacher. 

This  was  Mr.  C's  third  winter  in  the  district,  and  we  think  the 
district  has  every  reason  to  be  well  satisfied  with  his  efforts. 
The  school  showed  an  interestedness  which  we  are  pleased  to 
note.
